BLAME GAME 

OBAMA ABSORBS RESPONSIBILITY FOR SECURITY LAPSES 
THAT LED TO CHRISTMAS AIRPLANE TERROR ATTEMPT

President Obama declared 
Thursday “the buck stops with me” 
for the nation’s security and sug- 
gested he would not fire anyone for 
the Christmas attack on a Detroit- 
bound airliner. Security lapses that 
led to the near-disaster were not 
the fault of a single individual or 
agency he said, vowing they would 
be corrected. 

Obama didn’t tell intelligence 
officials to change what they’re 
doing. Instead, he told them to do 
it better and faster. He left it to 
them to figure out how. 

He said anew that the govern- 
ment had the information which 
might have prevented the botched 
attack but failed to piece it together. He announced about a dozen 
changes designed to fix that, including new terror watch list guide- 
lines, wider and quicker distribution of intelligence reports, stron- 
ger analysis of those reports, international partnerships and an 
interagency effort to develop next-generation airport screening 
technologies. 

While Obama promised improved security, his solutions were 
laced with bureaucratic reshuffling. 


Americans might be surprised that the government was not 
already taking some of the steps Obama ordered. For instance, 
he directed the intelligence community to begin assigning direct 
responsibility for following up leads on high-priority threats. 

Obama himself hinted at the difficulties of improving intelligence 
and security against a terrorist network that devises new methods as 
fast as or faster than the U.S. can come up with defenses. 

“There is, of course, no foolproof solution,” he said. “We have 
to stay one step ahead of a nimble adversary” 

He spoke from the State Dining Room at the White House, 
his remarks delayed twice as officials scrambled to declassify a six- 
page summary of a report he’d ordered from top officials on the 
security failures. That summary was released immediately after he 
spoke. 

“When the system fails, it is my responsibility,” Obama said. 

The White House is anxious to resolve and move beyond the 
issue, which threatens to damage the president politically and dis- 
tract further from his agenda. 

Republicans have pointed to the attack and Obama’s handling of 
it to criticize him as weak on national security— a perennial elec- 
tion-season charge against Democrats that sometimes has been 
effective in the past. 

Clearly aware of the potential political fallout, Obama struck a 
tough tone toward the anti-terror fight, taking the rare step— for 
him— of calling it a “war.” 

“We are at war, we are at war against al-Qaida,” he said. “We will 
do whatever it takes to defeat them.”

Plant worker 
guns down 3, 
then kills self

A factory worker who was suing his employer opened 
fire Thursday morning at an electrical equipment plant 
in St. Louis, killing three co-workers before apparently 
taking his own life, St. Louis fire and police officials 
said. Five other people were wounded. 

Armed with an assault rifle, a shotgun and a hand- 
gun, the gunman began shooting in the parking lot 
and continued inside the ABB Power plant, officials 
said. 

Four men were pronounced dead at the scene, 
police said at a news conference Thursday afternoon. 
Two bodies were found in the parking lot, and two 
inside the building. 

“We are pretty confident that the shooter is 
deceased,” said police Chief Daniel Isom. Two other 
shooting victims were in critical condition and two 
were in fair condition at a local hospital, and one was 
treated and discharged, police officials said. All five of 
the wounded were men. 

Police said they were awaiting confirmation of 
gunman’s identity from his family before releasing his 
name. St. Louis news media identified the gunman as 
Timothy Hendron, 51. A police official, speaking on 
the condition of anonymity, confirmed the name. 

Hendron was one of four named plaintiffs in a 
class-action lawsuit filed against ABB in 2006, in a 
dispute over the company’s pension fund. According 
to the complaint, ABB’s pension fund managers 
assessed fees that were “unreasonable and excessive,” 
and without plaintiffs’ knowledge. 

The plaintiffs had sought to recover financial loss- 
es, and the trial had just begun this week in federal 
court in Kansas City, Mo. 

“We’re not really sure what the motivation of the 
shooting was,” Isom said at the news conference. “It 
will take a long time for us to put together the pieces.” 
According to Isom, the gunman opened fire around 
6:30 a.m. and sent employees racing for cover in clos- 
ets, under desks and on the roof, where wind chills 
dropped dangerously below zero. 

Police officers and firefighters entered the building 
about 6:45 a.m., and found two bodies inside, but were 
not immediately sure whether one was the gunman.

United ramp serviceman Darren Keating got 
a full taste of nontoxic de-icer Thursday while 
standing on the tarmac at O’Hare, spraying 
propylene glycol on the right engine and 
underbelly of an Airbus A320 that was headed 
to Cancun, Mexico.

Propylene 
glycol, which has low toxicity, is biodegradable 
and a form of it even is used as an ingredient in 
some soda drinks.

Daley on transit case 

Mayor Daley on Thursday said a 
federal lawsuit alleging racial bias 
in funding for the Chicago Transit 
Authority will shine a light on 
inadequate subsidies for the city’s 
public transportation.

Two former Blackwater contractors were 
arrested Thursday on murder charges 
in the shootings of two Afghans after a 
traffic accident last year, according to an 
indictment. Meanwhile, the security firm 
formerly known as Blackwater has reached 
a settlement in a series of federal lawsuits in 
which dozens of Iraqis accused the company 
of cultivating a reckless culture that allowed 
innocent civilians to be killed.

EPA proposes smog cuts 


□ WASHINGTON The Environmental 
Protection Agency on Thursday pro- 
posed stricter health standards for smog, 
replacing a Bush-era limit that ran counter 
to scientific recommendations. 

The new limits— which are presented as a 
range— will likely put hundreds more coun- 
ties nationwide in violation, a designation 
that will require them to find additional ways 
to clamp down on pollution or face govern- 
ment sanctions, most likely the loss of fed- 
eral highway dollars. 

The tighter standards will cost tens of bil- 
lions of dollars to implement, but ultimately 
will save billions of dollars in avoided emer- 
gency room visits, premature deaths and

missed work and school days, the EPA said. 

The proposed range was what scientists 
had recommended during the Bush admin- 
istration. However, former President George 
W. Bush personally intervened and set the 
standard above what was advised after pro- 
tests from electric utilities and other indus- 
tries. The Bush standard still was stricter 


than the previous smog standard set in 1997. 

The Obama administration last year indi- 
cated it planned to scrap the Bush smog lim- 
its. 

Representatives of the oil and gas indus- 
tries, which said they have already invested 
$175 billion toward environmental improve- 
ments, were quick to say the proposal lacked 
“scientific justification.” 

The proposal “is an obvious politiciza- 
tion of the air quality standard setting pro- 
cess that could mean unnecessary energy 
cost increases, job losses and less domestic 
oil and natural gas development and energy 
security,” the American Petroleum Institute 
said in a statement. 



Diet dangers 

Dieters can’t believe everything they read: The food at many 
popular chain restaurants and in the freezer section of the super- 
market may contain a lot more calories than advertised. 

A study of 10 chain restaurants, including Wendy’s and Ruby 
Tuesday, found the number of calories in 29 meals or other menu 
items was an average of 18 percent higher than listed. 

And frozen supermarket meals from Lean Cuisine, Weight 
Watchers, Healthy Choice and South Beach Living had 8 per- 
cent more calories than the labels said, according to the study, 
published in this month’s Journal of the American Dietetic 
Association. 

The researchers and other experts aren’t accusing restaurants 
and food companies of trying to deceive customers. They said 
most of the discrepancies can be explained by variations in ingre- 
dients, portion sizes and testing methods. Eor example, the teen- 
ager behind the counter might have put too much mayonnaise 
on one sandwich.

AMID LOW RATINGS AND RUMORS OF A SHUFFLE, NBC SAYS IT BACKS JAY, CONAN 




NBC’s big experiment to give Jay Leno a prime-time 
talk show five nights a week has failed. 

And that’s no rumor. 

Now, whether NBC has decided to pull the plug 
on Leno’s 9 p,m, talker is not so clear, TMZ reports 
that the network plans to give the 10:35 “Tonight 
Show” back to Leno, thus pushing current host, the 
clever Conan O’Brien, out into the cold. The New 
%rk Times, citing NBC officials, says the network is 
considering moving Leno back to his old job. 

The Leno experiment is a big stink bomb for the 
fourth-ranked network. The unfunny Leno has lost 
viewers in the time slot, which has NBC affiliates 
complaining because he’s not giving local news pro- 
grams a strong lead-in, NBC said Thursday that it is 
working to boost Leno’s ratings and help the affiliates, 
“Both Jay and the show are committed to work- 
ing closely with them {the affiliates] to fmd ways to 


improve the performance,” an NBC spokeswoman 
said in a statement. 

The Leno lead-in, which averaged 4,73 mil- 
lion viewers the week of Dec, 21-27, accord- 
ing to Nielsen, causes a snowball effect. Not 
only are news ratings down, but O’Brien has 
been getting clobbered by David Letterman’s 
“Late Show,” which rarely happened when 
Leno helmed “The Tonight Show” 

During his monologue Thursday, Leno 
addressed the “rumor floating around that 
we were canceled. So far, no one has said 
anything to me,” 

On Thursday night, NBC issued 
another statement, this one expressing the 
network’s commitment “to keeping Conan 
O’Brien on NBC, He is a valued part of our 
late-night lineup,” Let’s hope so.
